Once Carranza’s Comrade. 


Those were hard days with the 
ragged, hungry Army of Deliverance 
on the Chihuahua desert. Men and 
horses were thin and short of food. 
They never had enough arms, and 
wzmmunition came sparingly across 
the American border. But the revo- 
lution went on with varying fortunes. 
Carranza in the presidential palace 
in Mexico City last week must have 
had strange memories when into his 
hands was put the last chance to 
vave the life of his one-jime friend 
and comrade. 

It was not to be expected that the 
big, silent, dull-looking President 
would extend his clemency to Ang- 
eles, for many years have passed 
Rince the two men sat in the shade 
of a mesquite bush in Chihuahua, 
and ate “jerky” out of the same 
dish.

Some of the trouble is undoubtedly due to the tem- 
perament and antipathies of President Wilson and 
Senator Lodge.

A PLACE IN THE SUN FOR BOLIVIA. 

Chile curtly denied a report that she had ceded to 
Bolivia a narrow strip of land just south of the Pe- | 
ruvian boundary to connect Bolivia's inland territory 
with the sea. That the report proved untrue is to 
be regretted. The withholding of an outlet to the 
Pacific is a potential causé of international war in 
Fouth America, which is already cursed by war of 
fie internecine description. 

Nowhere else in the world is there a country which | 
has a claim to a place in the sun more justifiably 
than unfortunate Boliyia’s. This Switzerland of | 
South America—a goodly part of it is a plateau 12.000 | 
feet high and it has peaks of more than 21,000-foot | 
elevation—was assigned a generous stretch of: sea-| 
coast in the original distribution of continental terri- 
tory after expulsion of the Spanish. However, in the | 
hinterland back of this stretch was the Atacama) 
desert, with its enormous nitrate deposits, which | 
were developed by Chilean capital. Chile did not | 
need any more ocean frontage, having already more | 
than 2000 miles of it, but friction with Bolivian 
authorities over the nitrate resources resulting, it 
seized the nitrate port of Antofagasta in 1879. War 
following with the Peruvian and Bolivian allies, it 
annexed all of the latter’s coast territory and part of 
the former's. : 

Another danger point in South American relations 
is found in Peru’s Alsace-Lorraine, the province of 
Tacna, which Chile took, subject to a plebiscite to be 
held in 10 years, and then never permitted the vote to 
be taken. 

It is not to be expected that a country with Bolivia's 
2,000,000 people, immeasurable wealth of all kinds and 
473,500 square miles of area—a half larger than the 
German empire—will consent indefinitely to be 
hemmed in with access to the sea denied by an ill- 
disposed and smaller neighbor.

SOME QUESTIONS AS TO SUGAR. 
Boston Transcript. 

HY permit further exports of sugar until 

American homes are supplied? Refiners are 
not allowed to sell to retailers in the United States 
granulated sugar, refined from Cuban raws, at 
more that 9 cents a pound. That figure affords 
a liberal profit to the refiners, but not so great a. 
profit as can be made by exporting; and the. 
United States pays out to the refiners approxi- 
mately 1 cent a pound on every pound of Cuban 
sugar refined here and exported. And why try 
to replace the sugar which refiners are rushing 
out of the country with sugar from Brazil and 
elsewhere, which cannot be landed in the United 
States at less than 14 to 15 cents a pound? Why 
not keep the sugar that is here and the further 
supplies constantly coming from Cuba in large 
shiploads? 

If an embargo against sugar e-.ports is not laid, 
and soon, the profiteers will accomplish their an- 
nounced purpose of more than doubling the cost 
of sugar in every American home, and will do it 
so cleverly as to avoid being jailed. 

All the time refined sugar is being rushed out 
of the country in shiploads—millions of pounds a 
week. And all the while American housewives 
are denied the privilege of buying what sugar 
they need. Is it not quite time to call a halt—a 
decided halt—on the exporting so disastrous to 
American homes and so expensive to the United 
States Government.

trial problem. These churches were 
urged by Dr. John McDowell, direc- | 
tor of the social service division of | 
the Presbyterian New Era move-| 
ment to apply the teachings of Jesus 


understandingly to the solution of in- 
dustrial questions. 

Dr. MeDowcll declared that the fif- 
teenth verse of the eighteenth chap-— 
ter of Matthew constituted ‘‘the law 
'of brotherhood, conciliation and ar- 
bitration,”” and he urged its applica- 
tion to present-day industrial moves. | 
The Bible reference reads: 

“Moreover, if thy brother shall 
trespass against thee, go and tell him 
his fault between thee and him 
alone: if he shall hear thee, thou 
hast gained thy brother.” 

Dr. McDowell urged the church 
members and pastors to get in touch 
with outstanding groups of their com. 
munities, such as employers and em- 
ployes, boards of education and 
teachers, political, recreational, 
press, health, official, social and dis- 
‘turbing groups, learn their points of. 
view and side with them when right.

Reports. Show How Extension

After Signing of Armistice. 


The achievements of the St. Louis 
Chapter of the Red Cross in the year 


that has elapsed since the close of 
the war are related in the annual 
chapter report made public yester- 
day. How ’the Red Cross completed 
its war work in St. Louis, expending 
$528,447 in this task, was told last 
week at the annual meeting of the 
organization at the Planters Hotel. 
Some of the activjties carried on 
include the furnishing of approxi- 
mately 10,000,000 surgical dressings 
té Government hospitals through the 
efforts of more than 75,000 women 
workers; the making of 413,267 hos- 
pital and refugee garments and 
435,571 knitted articles: the collec- 


tion of 123,000 pounds of clothing for 
| Allied relief; the outfitting of United 
States General Hospital 40, formerly 
at 5800 Arsenal street, with complete 
recreational facilities for wounded 
and disabled soldiers. 

Some of the projects of the new 
peace time program were the found- 
ing of a community camp and “va- 
cation village” in Forest Park during 
the summer; the waging of a cam- 
paign to prevent drownings in the 


Meramec river and the establishment | 


of a “teaching district” and nursing 
center at 23388 South Broadway, 
where qualified women might pre- 
pare themselves for public health 
nursing. 

The success of the campaign 
against drownings is indicated by 
the fact that following its inception 
not one death by drowning was re- 
ported along the Meramec during 
the summer bathing season. 

139,000 Members Here. 

Results of the second war fund 
drive of last vear were given by 
Frank V. Hammar, chairman of the 
membership committee as $3,332,- 
298. Up to last night returns of the 
membership campaign held from 
Nov. 2 to 11 last a total of 139,000 
members in St. Louis.

Aid to Service Men. 

The report of the operations of 
the department of military relief 
which handled the individual care of 
soldiers passing through the city was 
read by L. ©. Murdock, executive 
secretary o* the St.‘ Louis Red Cross. 
It showed that 2313 meals were fur- 
nished to service men _. traveling 
through St. Louis; that 1090 ship- 
ments of men in one car lot at- 
tached to regular trains were met 
and their needs attended to, while 
needed medical attention was given 
to men in 683 troop trains. Loans 
aggregating $1788 were made to 
service men, 84 per cent of which, 
Murdock said, had been repaid. This 
service was exclusive of canteening, 
the Bureau of Information and hos- 
pital service generally. 

Mrs. Horace S. Rumsey, chairman 
of the Red Cross Bureau of Infor- 
mation at Union Station, reported 
that during the year 36,179 soldiers, 
8963 sailors and 2079 marines were 
aided in addition to 5280 discharged 
service men and 9590 vicillans, a 
total of 62,631 men.

Constant Dredging Necessary. 

When low water odmes, Memphis 
boats will thread up the narrow 
channel! in five or aix feet of water. 
The mouth of Wolf River has now 
become the channel up which the 
beats travel for a short distance to 
the levee. Wolf River is smal] and 
it is only by constant dredging that 
boats are able to come up. When 
the water drops very low, boats that 
are used to tow logs to furniture fac- 
tories and sawmills cannot go up. In 
the narrow channel and at the lower 
half of the levee extreme care must | 
be exercised or boats go aground. 
The dredgeboat Zeta went aground | 
while working in the narrow channel | 
of Wolf River as it flows along the 
levee with the mud island embank- 
ment forming its west bank. Boats 
wére forced to move their landing 
places farther south. Two dredges, | 
6né a dipper dredge and one a pump 
dredge, have been working in thé 
channe) all summer. Mud piles up 
faster than they oan remove ft and 
the long barrier of the island slowly 
and surely moves southward. 

Discussion after disoussion has) 
racked the Memphis Chamber of} 
Commerce at the threatened loss of 
river trade. Memphis receives much 
of her cotton by boat, and cotton is. 
one of the products Memphis deals| 
in. Now that part of the Govern- | 
ment dyke has washed away, the dis 
cussion is again opened; the mud is 
still piling up, and Memphis may find 
herself, unless the dyke should prove 
very successful when rebuilt, at the 
end of next June, either working 
three or four dredges, moving her 
levee or discontinuing river trade.

MOTOR VEHICLE LIGHTS 


HE law: requires that the 
Tents of all vehicles while 

upon the public highways be 
lighted a half hour after sunset. 
This applies to automobiles that 
are parked as well as in opera- 
tion.

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Good brakes are about the best 
form of life insurance the motor- 
car driver can have. In fact, they 
are about the most important part 
of the automobile. A pretty poor 
sort of a motor will run the car, but 
to stop it requires the best there is 
to be had; “pretty good” will not do 
in an emergency. You need a motor 
to get there, but without. good 
brakes you may get too far. 

There is nothing the matter with 
the brakes on most cars when they 


come from the factory. There will 
be little the matter with them at 
any time if they are given the prop- 
er care; if oil is put on where it is 
needed and kept off where it is not 
needed, and if worn parts are ré- 
newed in time to prevent an acci- 
dent. The brakes wiil hold-the car 
as long as they are in condition; 
ihey are sufficient for all needs so 
long as they are in order. It is the 
'driver’s business to see that they are 
in condition before going out, even 
if he cannot take time to look after 
the motor. It may be a matter of 
life and death before the garage is 
reached again. 

Every car has two sets of brakes, 
operating independently of each 
other, and either one should be in 
shape to hold the car at a stand- 
still, or, in chauffeur phrasing, 
“slide the heels.” The average own- 
er is careless about the brakes.

Federal protection. 

Notices of this wage gdvance, sug- 
gested by Federal Administrator 
Garfield, were posted at the mines 
immediately following the Thanks- 
giving holiday. The degree of re- 
sumption of work it might produce 
is not expected to show until next 
week, at the beginning of the second 
month of the strike, which techni- 
cally was called off Nov. 11. 

Operators here expect Monday to 
Bee many of the miners, especially 
in outlying districts not in the cen- 
tral competitive territory, back at 
work. 

Standing firm on their announced 
intention to spare neither operators 
nor miners who interfered, delaying 
the restoration of production to nor- 
mal, Dr. Garfield and Attorney-Gen- 
eral Palmer await developments in 
the mining centers. It was indi- 
cated no further steps by national 
authorities were contemplated while 
State and local officials handled the 
situation satisfactorily. 

Production Nearing 50 Per Cent. 

Official statistics show production 
to be approaching 50 per cent of 
normal at the end of the first 
month of the strike, as compared 
with 29 per cent during the first 
week and 83 per cent the second 
week. The weekly report of the 
United States Geological Survey to- 
day showed that 44.8 per cent of 


_ normal was produced during the 


third week. 

Dr. Garfield issued today a  de- 
tailed analysis of the figures on 
which he based his conclusion for 
a 14 per cent wage advance. Ex- 
plaining wherein he differed with 
Secretary Wilson, he called atten- 
tion to “the fact that the principle 


involved is of far greater importance 
than the figures arrived at.” ~- 


“The principle applied in arriving 


at 14 per cent is different in kind 
and character from that applied in 
arriving at $1.61 per cent and hence 
any attempt to average the two or to 
compromise the results is impos- 
sible,” Dr. Garfield said.

1800 TROOPS ARE ORDERED 
INTO KANSAS COAL FIELDS 


More Than 5000 Volunteer Miners 
Are Ready to Go to Work Tomor- 
row Under Military Protection.

TOPEKA, Kan., Nov. 29.—Eight- 
een hundred State and Federal 
troops have been ordered into the 
Kansas coal fields in connection with 
the proposed plan to reopen’ the 
mines next week under State receiv- 
ership, it became known tonight. 
S hundred of the troops. will be 
regulars and 1200 of them guards- 
men, it was said. Gov. Allen late to- 
day issued the necessary proclama- 
tion calling out the State troops. 

The Federal troops, 300 from Fort 
Riley and 300 from Fort Leaven- 
worth, are expected to arrive in 
Pittsburg, center of the coal district, 
late tonight. The. State troops will 
begin entraining tomorrow. They 
will be conveyed in four. special 
trains, it was said, which also will 
carry volunteers who will work in 
the coal fields. 

Upwards of 6000 volunteer coal 
miners are ready to go to work in 
the strip mines.

After eight months as receiver of 
the United Railways, Rolla Wells 
has concluded that the ills of the 
company can best be remedied by a 
prompt solution of its transporta- 
tion problems, particularly as they 
relate to the universal free transfer. 
He expressed the opinion yesterday 
in a statement to the Post-Dispatch 
that there must be a separate charge 


‘for transfers before the service can 


be improved to meet the full needs 
of the people, or else municipal own- 
ership, with the cost of operation 
apportioned by direct taxation. 

Wells said it would be imprudent to 
hazard a guess at what\this charge 
should be until the Public Service 
Commission determined the valua- 
tion of the properties from reports 
of the experts now employed at that 
work. He has become convinced, 
he added, that whatever the com- 
mission’s valuation may be, the 
problem of the free transfer, creat- 
ing a “dead weight without return” 
would still remain the chief obsta- 
cle to a rejuvenated and adequate 
service without loss. 

In seeking the right to charge for 
transfers, Wells said, the company 
will not do so with a view to rais- 
ing the fare, but rather to eliminate 
the unecessary transfer travel. If 
this Were accomplished, he ex- 
plained, the cost of operation would 
be reduced to the ultimate saving of 
the general public. 

Believes Financiers Blundered. 

Financiers of the past, Wells 
thinks, who used the nickel fare and 
the universal transfer as a bait in 
aldermanic waters to land franchises 
and special privileges, made _ the 
monumental blunder of establishing 
the 5-cent standard fare without re- 
gard to eventualities. 

They were no doubt men of vision, 
he believes, but were too deeply con- 
cerned with the desire for achieve- 
ment and the immediate needs of 
their time to visualize the high cost 
of transportation of foday. So, he 
continued, they bound the present 
generation with an entanglement of 
financial intricacies and erroneous 
ideas of transportation costs by es- 
tablishing an unsound precedent, so; 
that the United Ratlways. of today 
cénfronts the people fh a wretenéd 
condition. 

Wells compared past methods in 
traction affairs with those employed 
by steam railroad operators, and ex- 
pressed the hope that the public 
would weigh the question of what 
condition steam railroads would be {n 
today had their founders fixed a 
minimum fare per ride, instead of 
the mileage rate to take care of costs 
over hauls that grew in length with 
the growth of the country. 

“It would, indeed, be a bold man 
who would have the temerity at this 
time to say that the universal free 
transfer was unfair and must give 
way to the spirit of fair play,’’ said 
Wells.

CADETS OUTPLAYED 


King’s Two Place Kicks Represent Only Scor- 
ing, Although Middies Make 16 First

NEW YORK, Nov. 29.—In a drizzle freshly imported from the broad 
reaches of the Atlantic to make a fitting atmosphere for seadogs and old 
salts, the football eleven of the Naval Academy carried the Blue and Gold 
fo victory after a battle with the warriors of the Military Academy at the 


[Polo Grounds this afternoon. 


It was a struggle between army mud and navy moisture and naturally 


the Annapolis boys proved to be expert sailors. 


The score was 6 to 0. A 


distinguished crowd of 45,000, which included the Secretaries of War and 
Navy, Gov. Smith and Gen. Pershing, witnessed the struggle. 

Two field goals measured the triumph of Annapolis and brought for- 
ward Clyde King to take his place in the hall of fame with Jack Dalton 


and John Brown. 


It was Brown's two hoists that gave the Navy its last 


victory In 1912 and in the two previous years Dalton’s toe decided the is- 


ue. 


King, a husky tackle, stepped into the breach after rushes by the navy 
had been stopped on the 15-yard line, and twice sent placement kicks spin- 
ning between the posts from near the 25-yard mark, once in the second 


period and again in the fourth. 

It was a game of straight line- 
crashing football with the Navy do- 
ing most of the crashing. Few for- 


ward passes were tried and none was 
completed. The sailors had posses- 
rion of the ball most of the time and 
unbuckled a powerful running attack 
in midfield, Howard Clark brilliantly 
carrying the burden of offense. 


Navy Outrushed the Army. 
The Navy made seven distinct 
marches, varying 25 to 40 yards in 


léngth, and four times penetrated 
within 20 yards of the Army goal. 
Here the defense of the Cadets stiff- 
ened and held. Twice the Navy 
capped its rushes with field goals. 
Otherwise it was unable to score. 

The Army seemed to have noth- 
ing at all in the way of an attack 
and never so much as threatened the 
Navy except for McQuarrie’s at- 
tempt at a fleld goal from the 36- 
yard line early in the game. 

Statistics of the game show that 
the Navy gained about six times as 
much ground by rushing as did the 
Army, the figures totaling 284 yards 
in 82 rushes for the Midshipmen 
against only 49 yards and 24 rushes 
for the Cadets. The West Pointers 
did not make a single first down, 
while Dobie’s eleven had 10 in the 
first half and six in the second. 

Forward passes did not figure in 
fhe result of the game, as only four 
were attempted—three by.the Navy 
und one by the Army—and not one 
was successful. Despite the slippery 
feild, there was only one fumble, 
that by the Navy in the first half and 
then a Middie recovered the ball. 

Only One Penalty Inflicted. 

In the first half the Army punted 
six times for an average of 50 yards, 
against five kicks for an average of 
27 for the Navy. In the second half, 
the West Pointers punted six times 
and the Annapolis team seven times. 
The average was 39 yards. There 
was only one penalty, the Army De- 


ing set back five yards in the final |

It wasn't until the first half was 
over that the spectators had an op- 


portunity to view a few distinguished 
figures. Gen. Pershing took occa- 
sion in the interval between halves 
to descend from his box and advance 
on the gridiron. Accompanied only 
by Gen. Peyton C. March and two 
aides, the General atacked and rout- 
ed three nests of cameras and re- 
turned to his lines without the loss 
of a single member of the raiding 
party. 

The General received valiant sup- 
port from Secretary of War Baker, 
who held himself ready to rush in 
at any moment. As the course of 
“battle progressed to the center of the 
field, Secretary of the Navy Daniels 
summoned volunteers from the Navy, 
among them being Assistant Secre- 
tary Franklin D. Roosevelt, and 
rushed to the rescue. The two parties 
met In the center of the gridiron and 
had at the camera men hot and 
heavy. After the issue was decided, 
Gen Pershing and party walked over 
to the Navy cheering section and sa- 
luted the midshipmen. He was riot- 
ously welcomed. He then recrossed 
the field and paid his respects to the 
cadet corps, Which was equally en- 
oe ae of receiving the compli.

In the outfield I had one of the 
greatest of all fly chasers and base 
runners in Curt Welch, and one of 
the greatest sluggers in the history 
of the game in Tip O’Niell. In

average of .492, the biggest per- 
centage ever rung up in the major 
leagues, but it must be taken into 
consideration that in that year 
bases on balls counted as hits.

Taking into consideration 
different conditions which pre- 
vailed then, it would not be fair 
actually to compare players of 30 
and 40 years ago with those of to- 
day. The human element alone 
should figure and taking this into 
consideration, I do not have to 
apologize for the old Browns. 
They were composed of the great- 
est bunch of fighters which were 
ever brought together, and as for 
gameness, they were surpassed by 
none. 


Browns Carried Eleven Men. 


It might’ be mentioned that our 
real lineup during the most suc- 
cessful seasons was boiled down to 
10 or 11 men. Minor hurts were 
never taken into consideration and 
it would have to be broken bones 
to keep anyone out. As every- 
body wanted to be in the game 
every day, I had to use some di- 
plomacy in getting the extra man 
or two to atick to the bench now 
and then. The pitcher who hurled 
an extra-inning game one day 
would feel aggrieved if he did 
not get a chance to repeat or to 
play in the outfield the following 
day. 

Such was the apirit of the men 
and in that lay the secret of the 
four championships. I would not 
seem to underrate the technical 
skill of such men as Gleason, 
Welch, Foutz, Caruthers, Bushong, 
Nichol, Hudson, Latham, O'Neil, 
Robinson and others of those who 

' were with me. They were wonder- 
ful players and trained under mod- 
ern conditions would shine on any 
field. There was not a slow think- 
er in the lot; in fact, it took some 
speed to keep uy with the bunch 
in this department. 

The team from 1884 to the close 
of 1887 had everything needed. 
It had speed on the bases and in 
the fleld; it had enough sluggers to 
balance artistic flelding and before 
it was broken up its team work 
was second to none in the United 
Btates. It was not overburdened 
with signals, as every member was 
expected to know just what to do 
in an emergency. The team t the 
start of the association played a 
different gtyle of game from most 
others.

lation with oratorical bombs and hot air—The national presidential campaign will be conducted on 
motion pictare lines, by the monthly release of canned talks by party spellbinders and favorite sons

HE presidential campaign, now getting 
fairly well under way, will be responsible 
for turning loose upon a long-suffering 
public a new scientific horror, beside 
which many of the evils of politics hith- 
erto complained of may appear harmless 
diversions. 

The talking machines of the country have been 
ordered mobilized by party leaders as the big 
feature of the campaign. From their sonorous depths 
Ne doubtful voter is to be bombarded with argument 
and oratory. The _ specially designed long-distance 


—— - 
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United States Attorney-General A. Mitchell Palmer 
has been selected to make the initial phonograph ad- 
dress for the Democratic party, and Major-General 
Leonard Wood for the Republican. 

Necessarily each party is working on the plan with- 
out regard to what its rival is doing in the same direc- 
tion, yet their canvass is parallel in that mechanical 
restrictions confine them to five-minute talks. Ex- 
pediency compels them to employ only notables as 
speakers, and the dominating issues as topics. In con- 
sequence a similarity is inevitable, that may lead to 
phonograph debates figuring largely in 
social life in the near future. 
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As a means of testing its practicability, Chairman 
Will Hays of the Republican National Committee made 
a record epitomizing his well-known speech = on 
“Citizenship” within the limitations of a five-minute 
talk, and permitted its distribution in a limited issue 
to clubs, factories, schools and county central commit- 
teemen in widely separated and socially different parts 
of the country.

Still another 
feature dwelt upon by the National Committees in their 
instructions to local workers is the possibility of get- 
ting their doctrine before 


a portable recording equipment being sent to his head- 
quarters in France with a crew for the purpose. 

The scheme had scarcely weathered the experimental 
stage and got well under way when the end of the war 
came, and the underlying principle was turned over to 
the President-makers in the persons of the National 
Committees of the dominant political parties. 

Both seized upon it with avidity, and are seeking to 
outdo each other in reaping the advantages that the 
innovation in campaigning opens up for development.

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NSTINCT is a word one uses so easily when trying 

to explain the behavior of animals, but when one 

reads the records of the observations of deep stu- 

dents of nature, he feels that instinct .erplains 
very little and is tempted to erclaim that even the low- 
est of living creatures are intelligent. One may con- 
fess that instinct makes certain insects and birds pre- 
pure elaborately for the welfare of their young, whom 
they will never see, and collect stores of food for use 
in a winter of which they can have no foreknowledge, 
but it takes something more than instinct to account 
for the winter sports of the Adelie penguins or the 
careful education the cub otter receives from its moth- 
er. Can we erplain the perfectéy organized monarchy 
of a beehive on the theory of instinct alone? 

These are a few of ihe reflections aroused by a read- 
ing of “The Secrets of: Animal Life,’ by J. Arthur 
Thomson, regius professor of natural history, Uni- 
versity of Aberdecn, and scientific editor of the Home 
Library (Henry Holt & Co.). The following are a few 
brief ertracts from this fascinating book:

How Do They Find Their Way Home? 
ERNS are able to return from Galveston, 
more than 800 miles away, over a body 
of water which apparently does not offer 
any basis for controlling flight direction. 
Some returned in about six days, some 
took nearly 12, some did not return at 
all. Many of the return journeys from 
distances greater than 500 miles did not require more 
than three to five days, but sometimes as long a time 
Was required to come from Key West to Bird Key, 

which is only about 65 miles. 

Naturalists have appealed to magnetic sense, topo- 
graphical memory, registration of movements, telepa- 
thy, and so on—at least nine theories have been ad- 


vanced—but the solution of the riddle is still in the 
future. 


How Penguins Feed Their Young. 

OT until the eggs have been laid does either parent 

go to feed. Then one of them goes off to the 
Water and stays away in many cases for seven to 10 
days, after which it returns and gives the other its 
leave. The shortest period of total abstinence from 
food is about 18 days—a good instance of the parental 
sacrifice so characteristic of many of the finest ex- 
pressions of animabh life. 

When the chicks are hatched, the parents relieve 
one another at frequent intervals, and their shape, 
aiways quaint, becomes grotesque when they return 
so heavily laden with crustaceans that they they have 
to lean back to keep their balance. Sometimes they 
try to carry so much that they lose it all. The chicks 
feed, as young cormorants do, by thrusting their head 
fnto the parental gullet. 

When the hen is sitting, nothing, not even a wrangle 
with her next-door neighbor, will induce her to move 
until her turn comes; but the cocks are easily led astray 
by their combativeness, and often do a lot of harm in 
the crowded rookery in spite of the protests of. ad- 
jacent birds, who are seen trying to make peace. 

There is a lighter side to the life of the penguins, 
for they have developed a taste for certain primitive 
games, which they play on the sea ice on their way to 
and from their bath. There is the diving, in which 
the succession is so rapid “as to have the appearance 
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The favorite sport among penguins is joy-riding on an 
ice-floe, with a dive at the end of the journey. 
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Scottish savant gives examples observed 
from nature which seem to show 
that instinct does not explain every- 
thing, and that even lower organ- 
isms apparently display intelligence 
at times — Homing sense of sea 
swallows, games played by pen- 
guins, slave raids of Amazon ants, 
butterflies that distill perfumes 
and insects which bake biscuits 


of a lot of shot poured out of a bottle into the water;” 
there is the “‘porpoising,’ the leaping out of the water, 
and the game of “touch-last” on the sea ice. A favorite 
play was to board an ice floe till it Would hold no 
more, and get carried by the tide to the lower end of 
the rookery, where every bird would suddenly jump 
off and swim back against the stream to catch a fresh 
floe and get another ride down. 


Foist Their Young on Other Birds. | 
ORDSWORTH called the cuckoo a “mystery,” 
and its behavior certainly presents many puzzles. 

The central one is the mother’s evasion of brooding. 
As is well known, she usually lays her egg on the 
ground, takes it in her beak (sometimes under her 
tongue) and flies with it to the previously selected 
nest of another bird. Sometimes when the nest is 
suitable she lays her egg directly in it, but this is 
often impossible. All is done quickly, cautiously, sur- 
reptitiously. There is considerable evidence that each 
cuckoo keeps as a rule to one kind of nest. _ 

Unless some big mistake is made the foster-parents 
incubate the intruded egg, and rear the young cuckoo, 
who sees to it that they are not distracted by any rival 
claimants. The parent cuckoos are not known to take 
any interest in their progeny, and they leave our shores

birds are able to travel. 

What Jenner observed so carefully in 1788, several 
naturalists have confirmed, that the blind and naked 
young cuckoo manages to get its body underneath an 
egg or a nestling, and by moving convulsively back- 
wards, ousts it from the nest. It is a prodigious effort 
for a puny infant, and is followed by great exhaustion. 
After a rest, hoWever, the eviction may be repeated, if 
necessary. 


Slave Hunting by the Amazon Ants. 

N THE summer of 1911, after scouting had continued 

for some time, Emery noticed one afternoon a zgrow- 
ing excitement and the issue of a platoon of 60 Ama- 
zons. But they only went a couple of yards or so and 
then returned. About an hour afterwards there was 
another sally, which made straight for a colony of 
brown ants and came back laden with prisoners (ba- 
bies and children as usval). Going and coming sevgral 
times the Amazons got over 450 prisoners that evening. 

It is rather a despicable business—this kidnaping of 
children for slaves—but the Amazons do it well. In 
one raid, which began about 5 o'clock in the afternoon, 
over a thousand prisoners were taken before 6:45, 
when Prof. Emery’s son stopped counting. 


How the Whales “Blow.” 

HE blowing or breathing-out of hot air occurs half 

a dozen times or more in rapid succession, and the 
“spout,’’ consisting of water-vapor condensed into 
drops, plus, it may be, a little spray carried up by the 
nose-opening blast, may rise to a height of 15 feet. 
Since Aristotle did not think of a whale as a fish, 
Milton was not very happy with his “And at his gill 
draws in and at his trunk spouts out, a sea.” Aftera 
longer or shorter period of forceful breathing the whale 
dives (almost perpendicularly, so that the flukes are the 
last parts seen), and remains under the water for 10 
to 20 minutes. The right whale-is a dainty feeder, as 
fan as quality goes, for it depends mainly on small 
crustaceans. These are engulfed in the yawning cav- 
ern of the mouth, strained on the frayed inner edges 
of the baleen plates, collected by the slow raising of 
the fat and flabby tongue, and then passed down into 
the narrow gullet. Whatever a chachalot may have 
done, no right whale ever swallowed even a minor 
prophet.

WAS THE BEDBUG RESPONSIBLE 


FOR THE INFLUENZA EPIDEMIC 
RATHER surprising hypothesis concerning the 
“flu” is advanced by Dr. A. G. Friedman in the 
Medical Record. The bedbug is accused of caus- 
ing the disease as the only bug who could do 

the trick. Sy: 

Insect transmission in influenza may seem startling 
and absurd, as we are accustomed to regard influenza 
as primarily and essentially affecting the respiratory 
tract. However, during the epidemic there was ob 
tained sufficient evidence that the disease may also 
attack primarily the gastro-intestinal tract. Cases 
were also noted by the majority of physigians in which 
vomiting, diarrhoea, severe abdominal pain, or a com. 
bination of the three, was present without the slight 
est affection of the respiratory tract. 

After the analogy of typhus, in which the infection 

® occurs through the medium of the 
body louse, we must look for an in- 
sect carrier of influenza. 


The transmission of influenza by 
an insect must be in accord with the 
chief features of the epidemiology of 
the disease. (1). The insect must be 
able to exist in all seasons of the 
year. (2). It must be able to gain ac- 
cess to rich homes as well as to 
dwellings of the poor. 

There is no need to dwell upon the 
fact that bedbugs are almost always 
present in the dwellings of the poorer 
classes, and it must be a admitted 
that bedbugs in good homes are fre- 
quently beyond the contro! of the 
housekeeper. They may be brought 
in with the laundry or in clothes of 
servants. 

It is believed by some people that 
the iron bedstead, which has so rap- 
idly replaced the wooden ones, has 
done away with the bedbugs. This is 
a mistake. .
